many things to be read with great care and cau- 
| tion * 
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tion ; there are Spurious Canons, and Decretal E- 
piſtles of ancient Popes pur in, and Genuine Canons 
left out, or corrupred, or induſtriouſly contriv'd 
Notes to make them look like Rome. 

2. To tence againſt theſe Frauds, you muſt col- 
late Editions and MS. Copies, and conſult thoſe 
Authors (before-mention'd) which have writ Cen- 
{ures upon the Works of Fathers and Councils. 

2. Of all the Editions of Councils, and their Col- 
lections, Peter Crabbe is moſt commended for his Fi- 
delity, and (not for none but) leſs Fraud than thoſe 
who follow him. All of them generally leave out 
the 28th Canon of the Council of Chalcedon : And 
thoſe few who have it, rail at it, and always damn 
it, as got by Fraud, and the Pride of the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople. 

And every one of them, even Crabbe, and Coſſar- 
tins,in their Concil. Maxim.(tho? it be (*) extant, and 
printed before (*) Luther) leave out Concilium Piſa» 
num ſecundum, and only name it; and both the 
and their (*) Index Expurgatorizs damn it, becauſe 
it makes againſt them; tho? it was call'd by rthes 
Emperor, King of France, and Cardinals, and kept 

only by Catholicks (as they call them) and that ac- 
cording to the Conſtitutions of their own General 
Councils of Conſtance and Baſil; and the Council 
it ſelf (both in the time it fare, and after) call'd

The two firſt give a true Account of the Iniquity 
and Ignorance of thoſe Times, of the Corruption of 
Divinity, Introduction of Errors and Superlticions, 
and the Schoolmen's indultrious and impious En- 
deavours to vindicate and eſtabliſh what the Pope 
and his Adherents had as impiouſly introduced : 
The two laſt, Sexexſis and Poſſevine (being concern'd 
andengag'd in the ſame caule the Schoolmen were) 
mince the Matter, and conceal the Truth, and tell 
a confuſed Tale of the Original of School-Divinity ; 
and at laſt highly commend ir,and its Authors;(even 
for their (*) Learning, which all know they were 
never guilty of) and excuſe their bad Latin and 
Barbariſms with a piece of Scripture, miſerably miſ+ 
apply'd, transferring that of St. (*) Paul, to Peter 
Lombard and his Followers. But others, and more 
ſober Papiſts, are of another Opinion, and candidly 
confeſs that Truth which Proteſtants affirm and

One thing more may be obſervy'd of the School- 
men, (and of Popiſh Caſuiſtsand Commentators too,

acutely ſaid : But when they ſpeak of thoſe things, 
the Knowledge of which depends ſolely on Scrip- 
ture and Revelation (as of Faith, Repentance, Sacra- 
ments, Tuſt ification,&c.) their Ignorance of Tongues 
and Antiquity, and conſequently of the meaning of 
Scripture _ ſo great:(belides their being inſlav'd 
to maintain all the Errors and Superſtitions of Rome, 
which at that time were very many) In their Dil- 
courſes of ſuch ſubjets, *tis no wonder if their 
Miſtakes (ex inſciti4 aut partium ſtudio) be many 
and great. 


It 1s next neceſſary for a Divine to have ſome Caſuifts. 


Caſuiſts, and to know more, that upon occaſion he 
may conſult them. Amongſt the Popiſb Authors, 
there are very many ; ſo that all Perſons of their 
FaQtion may find moſt Caſes, (at leaſt in the gene- 
ral) ſtated and determin'd according to the Prin- 


© ciples and Intereſt of their Church ; and their Pru- 


dence 1n this is great, was their Cauſe good. 

For Proteſtants, there no part of Divinity, which 
has been (I know not the reaſon) more neglefted, 
very few having writ a juſt and comprehenſive 
Tratt of Caſes of Conſcience: However, it may be 
uſeful to conſult both Proteſtants and Papiſts.

thorsand Writers of the Roman Church (before and 
beſides the 7eſuites) maintain'd (with Approbation) 
the very ſame Opinions, which are charg'd upon 
the 7eſsites.

' Howell Chancellor of the Dioceſe of 
Lancoln, concerning his Primary Vi- 
fitation. 


Myr. CHANCELLOR, 


c \ \ [HEN I appointed this preſent Yiſitation of 
, my Diocets, it was both my =_ and 
©Defire to have done it in Perſon ; as for ſeveral 
© other Ends, ſo more particularly that I might have 
*the Happineſs to know, and be acquainted with 
© my Brethren of the Clergy : But my Age(being now 
, aQually palt 71.) and Infirmities, neceflitate me 
©to lay upon you that Burthen, which my weak In- 
* diſpoſition at this time has diſabled me to bear. 


© The Reaſon why I have not Viſited before this 

© Time, was this: My Predeceſſor viſited the Year 
* he died, and tho* (de Fure) I might have viſited 
©the next Year, yet I was unwilling to bring a bur- 
*then upon the Clergy fo ſuddenly ; and therefore 
: reſolv'J not to viſit, until ſuch time as my Prede- 
* ceſſor (if he had liv'd) might have viſited, which 
* was 4nn0 1677. When being call'd to the Parlia- 
* ment, I was detain'd there, and (till now) had 
no 
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*no Opportunity to undertake (what I had really 
* delign'd) a Viſitation. This premiſed, I ſhall in- 
*treat You to commend to my Brethren two or 
© three things, in what Words, and with what Eg- 
* forcement You 1n Prudence ſhall think fir. 


1. © That they wou'd be conſcientiouſly careful 
©to live a pious Life, and be Exemplary in walking 
*Themlſelves in that way they commend to their 
* Hearers from the Pulpit ; for if they Preach never 
© ſo well,and do not Live accordingly, they will dif- 
*honour GOD, and do Miſchict to the People, 
* who are more apt to follow Examples than Pre- 
© cepts. : 

2, * That they wou'd be diligent in Catechizing 
© the Younger People (I fear too many of the Older 
* fort may need it) that they may know the Prin- 


* ciples and Grounds of our Keligion; otherwiſe to 
*preach to Uncatechiz'd People,is to build without a 
* Foundation. 


3. * That they wou'd ſtudiouſly endeavour to 
*underſtand the Do#rine and Diſcipline of the 
* Church of England, which they have ſubſcrib'd to, 
*and are bound to vindicate. And 1n order to this, 
*let them read ſuch Books as authentically contain 
* both the DoFrine and Diſcipline of our Church, viz. 
* Our Liturgy, Homilies, X X X IN. Articles, and 
*our Book of Ordination. Theſe Books are eſta- 
*bliſh'd by Convocation and Parliament, and ought 
* both before and after Ordixation, {crioully to be 
* read and conlider'd, 

 Tewel, 
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© Jewel, Whitaker, Reynolds, Hooker, are excellent 
* Authors, who vindicated the Church of Exgland, 
© againſt all her Adverſaries, with great Learning, 
* and Victorious Succeſs; and if young Students 1n 
* Divinity will apply themſelves to read them dili- 
* gently, they will find that theſe Books are of ex- 
©cellent ufe for the Explication, and Confirmation 
* of Our Churches Dottrine, and Approved Diſcipline. 


4. * And as Divines, we are bound to inable our 
© (clves, to know and defend our own Doftrine and 
* Diſcipline, (than which no Church in Chriſtendom has 
* better, or more conſonant to Scripture and Primitive 
* Antiquity) lo we ſhou'd endeavour, according to 
* our Abllity, to confute our Adverlaries, Papiſts 
*and Non-conformiſts, who (as Herod and Pontius 
* Pilate againit our Bleſſed Saviour) are Contede- 
* rates againſt Truth, and the Church of England. 


* What I have here mention'd, is to re-mind my 
© Brethren, of what they know already, and of the 
* preffing neceſſity We now have (if We love Truth, 
*and our Holy Mother the Church of England) to 
* know and confute the Impious and Blaſphemous 
* PraQtices of all thoſe Recuſants, which at this Day

A Short Method for the Study of Di- 
vinity, 22 a Letter to a Friend, by 


an Unknown Author ; and found in 
Biſhop BaRLows Study. 


S I R, 


c OU ask of me one of the Hardeſt things 1 
p *know : To dire A Toung Student in the 
* the Methodical Study of Divinity. If I 
* have any Knowledge in it, I mult profeſs to You, I 
* know not how I came by it : I read as it happen'd, 
*and thought of what I read, and this isall I know 
*of it. Its, I confeſs, a great Defe& in our Church, 
*and the occaſion of many Miſchiefs to it, but it re- 
* quires a much better Hand than mine, and more 
"Leiſure than I have, to preſcribe a Remedy for it. 
»* But if You will be contented with ſome free and 
* haſty Thoughts, You ſhall have them. 

- The conſtant Reading of S. Scripture, with great 
© application of Mind, is a General Rule, and ought 
*to be a conſtant Praftice, whether we rightly ap- 
* prehend the true Sence of it at preſent,or not : For 
*when the very Phraſe or Expreſſion of S. Scripture, 
*and the Hiſtory of it is imprinted on our Minds, 
© when we come ſtrictly to examine any particular 
*Doftrine of Religion, various Expreſſions will oc- 
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*cur to our Minds, and will ſuggeſt ſuch Thoughts 
*fto us, as are to be had no other way. And tho* 
* it is not ſuppos'd, that any Man acquainted with 
* other parts of Learning, and beginning to apply 
© himſelf to the Study of Divinity, can be in ſuch a 
*Srate; yer the Scripture is to be read, and learnt, 
*as the Grammar is by Children, who know not 
* how to apply the Rules, much Jeſs underſtand the 
* Reaſon of them. And therefore part of them is to 
© be read every Day, tho only in Exgliſh (which [ 
* think very adviſeable for one who intends the Mz- 
* xiſtry) without Ropping at every Difficulty he 
* meets with, but charging his Memory with the 
* Phraſe, and the Serjes, and order of Events. 
* But to make the Reading of the S. Serjprure ule- 
* ful,he muſt furniſh himſelf with all variety of Que- 
*ſtions about Religion, that he may know what to 
* obſerve and enquire after : And you will think it 
hard, that I cannot dire&t him better , than ro 
* ſend him to the Maſter of the Sentences, or Thomas 
* Aquinas's Summs, or Eftius npon the Sentences : And 
*yet fo it is 5 Not that I think that either their Qze- 
* ſtions,or Reſolutions are always wiſe, but they will 
* furniſha wiſe Man with many Material Queſtions, 
*and with ſome very Material Anſwers, and deliver 
* him from the Danger of ever being impos'd on 
* with School-Falacies. And a Man who reads them 
* with this Defign and this Caution, will find great 
© Benefit by it. For tho? T am no Admirer of School- 
* Divinity, I donbt the great Tgnorance of ſome Per- 
© ſons may be aſcrib'd to a Contempt of it, without 
* knowing it. 
*Bat then he ought alſo to read other Syſtems 
*of Divinity, as Calvin's Inſtitutions, and Zanchings, 
* (whom 
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* (whom I take to be one of the beſt and ſubtileſt 
* Writers of Calviniſts) and Arminius, Epiſcopins, or 
*the late Remonſtrant Philip & Limborch., For a 
* Man who will throughly enquire, ought to have 
© the different Schemes of Religion in his Head : But 
* eſpecially to read and conſider well the Articles, 
* Homilies, and Canons of onr Church: which every 
* one, who intends to be a Miniſter of the Church of 
* England, ought todo. 

* Having thus far advanced, you may think I 
* bring him back again, when I come to more par- 
*ticular Enquiries : But if you think well of it, you 
* will find he is not ſufficiently prepar'd for them 
© before. And now I begin from the very Founda- 
* tions of Relzgion ; To enquire (triftly and ſeverely 
© into the Reaſons of Our Faith. And, 1. Why He 
* believes there 8 « GOD. And here he muſt review 
*all the ſeveral Zhpotheſes of Philoſophy, and exa- 
* mine the Powers of Natare, and the Arguments of 
* Atheiſts. Tully and Dr. Cudworth, will ſufficiently 
* furniſh him, if his Curioſity does not draw him 
* further. 

©The next Enquiry 1s,Whether GO D has made any 
* Revelation of bis Will to the Word : And here he 
* muſt conſider the Authority of Reve/ation, and the 
© Canon of Scripture : And Dr. Stilling fleet"s Origines 
* Sacre, Huetins, or Dr.Coſin's Canon of Seripture, will 
furniſh him with all that is needful to be known, 
* or dire& him where he may enquire further. And 
«this is the moſt proper time to read the Apologiſts 
© for Chriſtianity, Tuſtin Martyr, Tertullian, Minutins 
* Felix, Arnobins, Lattantins, St. Auſtin de Civitate 
© Dei, Theodoret contra Gentes, and ſuch like, as Euſe- 
@bins's Preparatio and Demonſtratio, &c. I 
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* And now eſpecially it is time to read the Seri- 
* ptures With greater Care ; both to underitand the 
* Grammatical and Critical.Sence of them, by com- 
* paring the various Verſions, eſpecially the Seprua- 
©-int, with the Original of the Old Teſtament, and 
* by our Volumes of Criticks(which have more than 
*all that is uſeful) and to underſtand the true Sence 
* of them. 

* As for particular Commentators, I know not how 
* todire&,becauſe there is ſo great variety of them : 
© But Ainſworth upon the Pentatench isallow'd by all. 
* Joſepbus and Philo-Judeus (tho' a Platonick Jew) are 
*very uſeful for the Old Teitament,and Maimonides 
* Nevochim, and ſach TraQts of Jewiſh Writers, as he 
* may meet with. 

* Dr. Lightfoot (T think) has preſcrib'd the beſt 
* Method of Reading the Scriptures,by digeſting the 
* Hiſtorical and Prophetical Books into the order of 
*Time. And the Propheſies are certainly under- 
*ſtood, by conſidering the times to which they re- 
*late. Tho'* I muſt needs ſay, That the ſhorteſt and 
* molt compendious way to uſeful Knowledge,is to 
* ttudy the New Teſtament, and thoſe parts of the 0/4 
* Teſtament, which he there finds apply'd tothe ſtate 
* of the Goſpel; which will enable him the better to 
* underſtand the O/d Teſtament, when he has more 
* leiſure for the thoroughStudy of it. And for Modern 
* Authors, let him read Mr. Poole's Synopſis Criticorum, 
* allowing for the different Hypotheſes of the Authors, 
*and reading with Caution, Tho' (if I may adviſe) 
* when he intends thoroughly to underſtand any 
* Book of Scripture,let him read it ſeveral times over, 
*and make himſelf Maſter of it : Then let him read 
*it Verſe by Verſe,and obſerve what the Difficulties 
' * are 
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*are, and try by the ConſtruQtion and Signification 
© of the Words, and the Series of the Diſcourſe, what 
he can make of it ; and after that conſult Expoſitors. 
* This 15 the moſt laborious and (low, but the moſt 
* uſeful, and will be found at laſt the ſhorteſt way to 
*true and ſubſtantial Knowledge. I have found ſuch 
* advantage by it my ſelf,that I dare recommend ir. 

*From hence, he may proceed to the Enquiry into 
* particular Controverſies, which he is now well fur- 
*niſh'd for, with a great compaſs of Knowledge: And 
* here he may begin, and end (if ever he can find an 
*end) where he pleaſes. And he will eaſily inform 
© himſelf of the beſt Writers on both ſides. 

_ © As for the Fathers, and Councils, and Eccleſia- 

© ſtical Hiſtorians, I think the beſt way at firſt, is to 
*cxamine,as he has opportunity,ſuch Citations as he 
* meets with; and ſee to what purpoſe their Autho- 
*rity 15 urg'd on all ſides; or to read any particu- 
lar Tract in them, as he has occaſion for it: And 
* then whea he finds leiſure to read them, he will 
* know how to uſe them. 

*'This is ſufficient Employment for ſome Years ; 
* and as imperfeC as the Rules are, if obſerv'd, will 
©certainly make him a very good D#vine,and furniſh 
*him with uſeful Knowledge; and before he has 
© done half this, he will need no DireCor. 

*] have taken no notice of Reading the Ancient 
*Moralilts, and obſerving the Differences of their 
* ſeveral Sets, and how they differ from, or agree 
* with the Precepts of Chriſtianity ; nor of the Na- 
*ture of Laws, &c. Theſe being ſuppos'd necel- 
f ary Prolegomensa. 
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
